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Foreign Policy Peril: In the corners of congressional 
cloak rooms, Republican members—usually sotto voce— 
talk apprehensively of something which could undermine 
one of the two pillars which presently support their 
““etory strategy” for next fall’s election. They remain 
confident of “prosperity” as a factor in winning. But 
on “peace,” they are developing a worried uncertainty. 


Since his not wholly explained confab with Khrush- 
chev at Camp David, Ike’s course of “being polite to 
communism” may prove—indeed may already be proving 
—a boomerang. The American people—say GOP folks 
very privately— want “peace,” but they definitely don’t 
want “peace with dishonor.” This important qualifi- 
cation seems to have escaped Ike in his meanderings—or 
rather the State Department’s meanderings—in the 
alarming jungle of Latin American Realpolitik. A twinge 
of humiliating dishonor apparently produced the amazing 
recent reaction—and a bipartisan one, at that—against 
the State Department’s interference in the affairs of the 
State of California in connection with the fate of con- 
demned criminal Caryl Chessman. 


‘The State Department’s suggestion of the remote 
possibility (not even a probability), that a bunch of 
Uruguayan students might conceivably demonstrate 
against the visiting US President, was utilized to sway 
the Golden State Governor’s action on reprieve—a fan- 
tastic picture that horrified members of Congress on both 
sides of the aisle. Senator Gordon Allott’s (R.-Colo.) pro- 
test was echoed by the usually “one world” Democratic 
wheelhorse on foreign affairs, Senator Fulbright. And 
both Senator Thurmond (D.-S.C.) and Representative 
Johansen (R.-Mich.) wanted the offending State official, 
issistant Secretary Roy Rubottom, removed from his 
position. Thurmond wanted him to resign, Johansen 
wanted him “fired.” Similar manifestations followed in 
both houses of Congress. 


Nor was the wave of protest associated merely with 
the Incident involving Montevideo and Sacramento 
alif.). Rubottom has also been labelled as the archi- 


ect of the appalling Cuban policy—which put a Com- 
‘Thunist dictator in power. Now Rubottom truckles to 
Me dictator’s blackmail. (Knowing ones in the cloak 
*90ms say he is only the figurehead for a more powerful 
tect, namely Milton Eisenhower.) Additionally, the 
k-kneed policy towards blackmail in Panama feeds 
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The mounting nation-wide choler moved not only the 
two coastal areas of the country but profoundly affected 
the geographical center, Nebraska, a state usually slow to 
react, to foreign policy complexities. Often called, “the 
authentic voice of the Midwest,” the Omaha World 
Herald on February 20 ran a leading editorial on the 
Montevideo-Sacramento incident involving Chessman’s 
fate—entitled, significantly, “A Grovelling Low.” It 
said: “American policy reached a new low, a grovelling 
low ... a new experience in degradation for the American 
people.” About the same time, the New York Times 
chief Washington correspondent ran a story reporting 
grave anxiety among high circles about the course of 
events in Cuba, which marked a change in the curious 
reporting of that metropolitan paper about the Carib- 
bean. 


What’s restraining this potential revolt from bursting 
into a real explosion? On the GOP side, members desirous 
of “maintaining party harmony” master their tempers 
with difficulty and limit their outraged feelings to 
discreet private expression. 


On the Democratic side, too many know that 
their party and the forces controlling it had 
initiated this sort of “appeasement of commu- 
nism,” would now be reluctant to reverse 
traditional policy and might cruelly. cut off the 
limb on which a Democrat had taken a courage- 
ous position. 


Where will all this end? If the “grovelling” continues, 
GOP members fear that Democrats may run away with 
the issue in an unwonted burst of American nationalism. 
However, they speculate that if Ike reverses himself, 
appeals to national pride and asserts real leadership by 
the US in a “new Monroe Doctrine” (his speech in Rio 
may foreshadow such), he will consolidate one of those 
two pillars on which rest Republican hopes for victory 
next fall. A more wholesome outcome—they all agree— 
would be a real bipartisan front against any and all 
appeasement of the Communist conspiracy anywhere, 
anytime. That’s also being said—privately—in the halls 
of Capitol Hill. 


With the Candidates: Humphrey — The Minnesota 
Senator’s energetic oratory and restless campaigning 
in the Wisconsin countryside have earned him the nick- 
name—-“Half Man, Half Windmill.’ Despite the exer- 
tions, Humphrey reportedly has failed to cut down the 
lead of Senator Kennedy in that state. 


Brown—In California, convicted rapist Caryl Chess- 
man loomed as an election year factor last week after 
Governor Pat Brown had given the condemned man a 
60-day reprieve. 
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The reprieve drew a chorus of severe criticism from 
Californians. The Governor obviously had “cut an image 
of weakness.” Even before postponing the Chessman 
execution, Brown’s stock as a Democratic ticket hopeful 
began to slip. Reports had it that Brown appeared 
extremely nervous, greeting reporters with, “What should 
I do?” 


Brown’s political image dimmed further when 
evidence developed that the State Department 
may have been persuaded to send its highly un- 
popular telegram after receiving a phone call 
from one of Brown’s aides, Chief Assistant 
Attorney General Richard Rogan. This official 
reportedly asked on behalf of his Governor that 
State request the stay for Chessman. 


Johnson—Around Capitol Hill, candidate Lyndon 
Johnson seems to have picked up some unpopularity be- 
cause of his reported connection with one of the princi- 
pals in the extraordinary episode when the State Depart- 
ment intervened in the internal affairs of the State of Cali- 
fornia. It was thus: the State official who sent the tele- 
gram to Governor Brown was Assistant Secretary of State 
Roy Rubottom. The latter, like Johnson, is a Texan and 
is said to be a protege of the Senator. It would be going 
pretty far to say that “Lanky Lyndon” is responsible for 
the weak-kneed policy which Rubottom has followed 
in shaping our Latin American policy. But on Capitol 
Hill some of this stigma has rubbed off on the Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate. 


Kennedy—The great wealth of the Kennedy family 
and its use for the furtherance of Senator Jack’s political 
ambitions gains wider currency as a factor in the nomi- 
nation campaign’s forensics. Humphrey increases his 
references to it and a curious “limit on Wisconsin cam- 
paign spending” was discussed—publicly—by both the 
Massachusetts and Minnesota Senators last week. 


Certainly, Kennedy “money” becomes as potent a 
factor in the Democratic campaign as was “Rockefeller 
money” in the Republican race between Nixon and 
Nelson Rockefeller early this winter. One of the charges 
‘against Rocky was that he benefitted by the large sums 
of money dispensed by the great Rockefeller foundations. 
Only last week, the Baltimore Sun reported the gift of 
over $1 million to Johns Hopkins by the Joseph P. 
Kennedy Jr. Foundation, which was set up by former 
Ambassador Joseph Kennedy in memory of his son 
Joseph, killed in World War II. The President of the 
Foundation is Robert F. Kennedy, brother of candidate 
Senator John F. Kennedy and an ardent booster for his 
brother’s nomination. The Sun said that to date the 
Foundation has donated $15 million to hospitals, custo- 
dial institutions and research programs. 


It is noted that the announcement of the Kennedy $1 
million grant hit the Sun six days after Senator Wayne 
Morse had announced that he was entering the Maryland 
Presidential primary. Morse has been waging a national 
campaign against Kennedy, especially directed to labor 
union members on the ground that the Massachusetts 
Senator “let down labor” when he supported the largely 
Administration labor refom bill last year. Kennedy is 
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entered in the Maryland primary—and now must face 
Morse. 






Milton Eisenhower: An unusually frank statement 
by the President’s brother, Milton Eisenhower, last week 
provided documentary evidence supporting the Widely 
held view that Milton is the “gray eminence” behind no 
only the appeasing Camp David policy but also behind 
the disastrous course of US policy in Latin Americ, 
Brother Milton. (who—Human Events reported 
tember 23, 1959—engineered the Khrushchev visit; to the 
US) addressed a meeting of the Alumni of Johns Hopkins 
University, of which he is president. Milton Eisenhower, 
according to the Baltimore Sun (February 23), said: 
“The Russian people want peace and. Khrushchey who 
wants to merit their applause has become a champion 
of peace—though he may not be willing to accept it on 
our terms . . . . Khrushchev is very different from 
Stalin.” 


In Washington, the speech created a sensation among 
foreign policy observers, who were of the Opinion that 
the President’s brother revealed either his ignorance of 
Soviet policy, or his prejudices for the unrealistic, 
“liberal” interpretation of Soviet-US relations. Coming 
from a man who—it is generally agreed—has immense 
influence on the President’s thinking and policies, the 
remarks to the alumni are deemed very disturbing. 


These observers point out that Milton Eisenhower 
apparently overlooks the fact that it was Khrushchev 
who carried out the bloody purge in the Ukraine in 1938, 
a typical Stalin action. They also recall that it was 
Khrushchev, not Stalin, who sent troops to carry out the 
sanguinary suppression of the Hungarian freedom revolt 
in 1956. Further, it has been under the prodding of 
Khrushchev, not Stalin, that Red China has penetrated 
Burma, flattened the independence of Tibet and taken 
over 46,000 square miles of territory of India. 


Finally—it is pointed out—it has been under Khrush- 
chev, not Stalin, that the Soviet Union has taken the 
audacious step which Stalin never even attempted—the 
creation of a Soviet satellite on the doorstep of the US. 
It was under Khrushchev, not Stalin, that the Com- 
munists in Guatemala took over full power, armed with 
a shipment of weapons sent by Red satellite Czecho- 
slovakia, before failing in the attempt to set up an out- 
right Communist regime there in 1954. Today, under 
Khrushchev, and in the wake of Camp David, the 
USSR has succeeded in establishing a Communist puppet 
regime in Cuba, just 90 miles off the coast of Florida. 


The White House stated that Brother Milton, who 
joined the President in Puerto Rico right after his speech, 
will be with Ike throughout his entire Latin American 
tour, a tour which is expected to shape our policy for all 
lands south of the border. 


World Court: While Senator Hubert Humphrey’s reso- 
lution to repeal the Connally amendment has been 
catching all the headlines (and the full fury of patriots 
throughout the Nation), a potentially far more ominous 
threat to the amendment has been quietly put into 
motion in the other wing of the Capitol. The tool for 
one-worldism honed in the House is Joint Resolution 558, 
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introduced by Representative Harris B. McDowell (D.- 
Del.). Both the Humphrey and McDowell measures call 
for the removal of the Connally reservation that guaran- 
tees the right of the US to determine which of its 
disputes should be heard by the International Court of 


Justice. 


- HL'J. R. 558 is presently in the hands of the Subcom- 
mittee on International Organizations & Movements 

* (under the House Committee on Foreign Affairs). While 
no specific action is scheduled on this resolution at this 
time, old hands in the Capital recognize that, purely 
from a mechanical standpoint, it is a more powerful 
threat to the Connally amendment than is Humphrey’s 
effort, for this reason: 


Humphrey’s resolution, as a treaty amend- 
ment requiring senatorial action only, must gain 
the approva: of two-thirds of that body; on the 
other hance, McDowell’s joint resolution can be 
adopted by simple majority backing in the 
House and the Senate. 


Although Humphrey’s World Court proposal is tem- 
porarily stymied in the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and McDowell’s joint resolution is inactive in the 
House, conservatives will keep a wary eye cast in each 
direction, lest the “liberals” get another head start in 
pushing the US down the road of internationalism. 


@ Additional warning that the fight to maintain the 
Connally reservation is not yet won—the House oi 
Delegates of the American Bar Association meeting last 
week in Chicago shelved a pro-Connally resolution by 
a hair-line vote. One version of how the internationalist 
forces obtained the narrow margin of a measure at first 
apparently headed for approval comes to HumMAN 
Events from a prominent lawyer who was present. Our 
source says the higher-ups of the conference were warned 
that, if the pro-Connally measure were not pigeon-holed, 
the White House would not give the lawn party, which it 
had promised, for the ABA’s annual convention to be 
held here next August. The ABA will host 1500 British 
lawyers who were so kind as to let the visiting ABA 
into a Buckingham Palace whing-ding in 1957, when the 
ABA held its meeting in London. Affecting even a few 
votes with such a White House threat sounds silly and 
incredible, but those who know the power of the “social 
lobby” in the Nation’s Capital—not to mention the role 
of society-hungry wives—do not find it unbelievable. 


Michigan Mess: Hints that Chrysler Corporation may 
be moving its entire operation from Michigan to Ohio 
have Governor G. Mennen “Soapy” Williams and state 
officials in an uproar. It’s no secret that Michigan’s “bad 
business climate’ has led many firms to leave the 
Reuther-dominated state and kept still more firms from 
coming in to take advantage of Michigan’s attractive 
natural resources. (For the story of how this “bad 
business climate” was created, see ‘““Walter’s Boy Soapy,” 
in Human Events for October 13, 1958.) 


_ Chrysler’s potential move would cost Michigan 87,000 
jobs and a multi-million dollar payroll, the biggest loss 
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the state has sustained to date. So real is the danger that 
Detroit’s non-partisan mayor, Louis Miriani, came out 
blasting the state government for its unconcern with 
Detroit’s problems. 


As “Soapy” met with Chrysler officials to try to find 
out “what the trouble is,” Ohio’s Governor Mike DiSalle, 
reaping the harvest of years of sensible government 
under conservative Governors Frank Lausche and C, 
William O’Neill, told Chrysler, “We can assure you of 
excellent cooperation here.” If Chrysler takes up DiSalle’s 
offer, the move will be the coup de grace to “Soapy’s” 
political career, say Michigan political observers. 


NCC vs. The Manual: Attacks made by the National 
Council of Churches against the Air Force Reserve’s 
manual on security, which showed the deep left-wing 


penetration of that church organization, have boom- 
eranged on the NCC. 


Although the fuss and furor raised forced temporary 
withdrawal of the manual, Congressman Walter, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
after hearing Air Force Secretary Sharp in a closed 
session last Thursday, said that Sharp had agreed to 
reissue the pamphlet. The reissued manual, according to 
Walter, will retain the charges of Communist infiltration 
of the churches, but will not name specific church organi- 
zations or clergymen. Sharp himself said that he thought 
it was proper to show that the Reds had infiltrated the 
churches. 


Previously, Walter had said that what the manual 
stated about Communist infiltration of the churches 
was “absolutely true.” He also fully supported the 
booklet’s charge (based on a report by Circuit Riders, 
Inc.) that 30 of the 95 persons who produced the 
Revised Standard Version of the Bible, under NCC spon- 
sorship, had Communist front records. Said Walter: “A 
very careful check was made, not only of our own com- 
mittee records but also of other security agencies. And 
it’s absolutely true that these men had Communist 


dealings.” 


That the NCC does not speak for all Protestants, as is 
sometimes thought, was sharply brought out when the 
American Council of Churches, representing 1,500,000 
Protestants, supported the pamphlet’s charges, as did 
the International Council of Christian Churches and the 
Church League of America. 


This is not the first time that the NCC has been in 
the spotlight. Leaders of the NCC, such as Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake and Dr. John C. Bennett, signed a petition 
in 1959 which declared, “the Un-American Activities 
Committee should be abolished... .” 


It will also be recalled that the World Order Study 
Conference, sponsored by the NCC, on November 21,

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1958, voted unanimously to support a resolution recog- 
nizing Red China. 


The fact that the leaders of the NCC did not speak for 
even a large minority of its claimed 35 million members 
was brought out soon after when the ad hoc Protestant 
Clergyman’s Committee poll of 9000 clergymen—of every 
denomination in 48 states—found that 87 per cent 
directly opposed the Conference’s resolution. The com- 
mittee which took the poll included such respected 
Protestant ministers as Bishop Fred Pierce Corson, Dr. 
Norman Vincent Peale, the Rev. Daniel A. Poling and 
Bishop Herbert Welch. 


That many Protestants want nothing to do with the 
NCC was also recently brought out by J. Howard Pew, 
prominent Presbyterian layman and former president of 
the Sun Oil Company, who said in a speech that a 
number of businessmen in the United Presbyterian 
Church were opposed to the National Council of 
Churches because its pronouncements “frequently coin- 
cide with Communist objectives.” He said that many 
contribute solely to their local congregations because they 
believe the church should comment only on ecclesiastical 
matters. 


Labor Front: After Senator Goldwater’s charge that 
Reuther has imposed a “clear pattern of crime and 
violence” on the country (see last week’s issue of HUMAN 
Events), the mood on Capitol Hill is that something 
must be done this session about the labor union problem. 
Too many legislators, it is realized, have avoided any 
such move this session because they fear the wrath of 
labor bosses in an election year. But many more Senators 
and Congressmen feel that something must be done, 
regardless. Developments along this line include: 


(1) It is reported that the distinguished Chairman of 
the Rackets Committee, Senator John McClellan, is 
seeking a way to continue the work he has been doing in 
this area for the past three years. (The Rackets Com- 
mittee’s life will legally expire on March 31.) One 
measure under consideration is to transfer the mission 
to a subcommittee of the Senate Government Operations 
Committee, of which the Arkansan is chairman. To effect 
this, the chairman would have to obtain Senate authori- 
zation for the subcommittee to probe matters pertaining 
to labor. In view of his great prestige and influence in 
the Upper House, it is felt that McClellan could hardly 
be refused; a Senate nod and he could carry on. 


(2) Senator Goldwater asks for creation of a select 
committee to study the impact of work stoppages and 
labor-management contract settlement on*the national 
economy. Obviously what Goldwater is driving at is to 
tear apart the veil which the labor oligarchy has wrapped 
around a whole complex of restrictions, called “feather- 
bedding,” and to spur the growing country-wide convic- 
tion that the union shackles on industrial productivity 
should be removed. Clearly, the survival, in a tight-price 
situation, of much of American. business is at stake. 


Boondoggles: Citizens at the grass roots who wonder 
why the Federal Government has doubled its civilian non- 
defense spending in seven years. can see examples of how 
it works in several proposals now before Congress. 
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has a boondoggle which the House will vote on shortly; 
he wants the Government to buy the Hubbell Trading 
Post in Ganado, Arizona, as a National Historical Site 
The cost? The Interior Department says the property 
hasn’t been appraised, but the present owners “haye 
expressed a willingness to sell for $300,000.” No doubt 
they are more than willing to sell at that figure, says 
Representative H. R. Gross (R.-Iowa); in 1957 the 
assessed valuation of the property was $9,957. 


In addition to the purchase money, Udall’s bill would 
allot $294,000 over a five-year period for “improve- 
ments,” and provide $22,000 for management and pro- 
tection the first year—and management would cost at 
least as much each year thereafter. 


In return for its $600,000 now and more later, 
the Government would get the Trading Post, 
160 acres, and a collection of Southwestern art 
and Indian relics—located in a nearly unin- 
habited area of northeastern Arizona, 80 miles 
from the nearest town of any size, 200 miles 
from the nearest city. 


Another example is a proposal that the Government 
buy the Antietam battlefield in Maryland. Originally 
$300,000 was sought for this purpose, but House con- 
servatives cut the cost back to less than $100,000—and 
pointed out that 20 years ago the Government said the 
land could be bought by public donations, a suggestion 
the public ignored, showing no interest in the project. 
Moreover, Maryland has a budget surplus this year 
which gives it the funds to buy Antietam 50 times over. 


Such boondoggles are insignificant when compared 
with the $43 billion spent on national defense annually 
—but, as those who follow Capitol Hill closely are aware, 
when the cost of such a project is multiplied by the 
number of Congressmen who put local “pork barrel” 
measures above national fiscal solvency, the sums go 4 
long way toward explaining why non-defense spending 
keeps going up and up. The only cure, say the experts, 
is public protest from now until election—when the 
“pork barrel” Congressmen can be replaced by men 
willing to work for fiscal sanity.
